ai^ last year's Report an increase in our membership was 
recorded, so it is all the more pleasant to be able to report 
that our numbers have this season gone up still further from 

1,200 to 1,261 of al ranks, this notwithstanding that a con- 
siderable number of members are serving in the Indian Army 
Reserve of Officers and other Services. 

A few of the older residents of the district have joined the 
Corps as honorary members. With very few exceptions every 
European British subject is a member in one capacity or other. 

— "This season a progressive system of training was laid down, 
and was well carried through—an important part of this being 
the classes of instruction held by the Adjutant at Lebong and 
Mal:they were most successful, and the improved troop and 
squadron work is undoubtedly due to the knowledge acquired 
at these classes. | 
' Drills have been held more frequently than in former years; 
and during the rains lectures and verbal instruction were 
carried on when the weather did not admit of drills. 

A full account of the Annual Camp of Exercise will be found 
in another part of this Report. 1t extended over a period of ten 
days as in the previous year. All ranks are to be congratulated 
on the way in which they performed their individual duties, 
and in so doing made the camp the success it was. Motor 
cars and motor cycles were again utilized with success. Nearly 

all the roads radiating from Jalpaiguri were carefully recon- 
noitred, and the resulting maps and reports will be most useful 
records for future use. The formation of a Motor Section has 
not yet been officially sanctioned. 

А most unfortunate disaster”overtook our Head Quarters 
buildings on 8th August 1915 in the shape of a landslip which 
completely carried away thé new stables. Two of Captain 
Liddell’s chargers and several belonging to the Corps were 
killed. Captain Liddell's * Spec", whose photograph appeared 
in our last Annual Report, was unfortunately one of those 
killed. A grant was received from Government suflicient to 
build substantinlly the necessary revetments so as to ensure 
the future safety of the site. The new stables are almost / 
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completed, and the other works are finished. Fortunately the 
Slip missed the end of the servants’ quarters by a fow. би 
otherwise a serious loss of life might have resulted, E 

The new Head Quarters of “С” Squadron have been com- 
pleted at Mal on a piece of ground kindly given asa free gift to 
the Corps by the Hon'ble Khan Bahadur Musharruf Hussain. 
The buildings are of a substantial character, and should cost 
very little in annual repairs. 

The iron work for the new bungalow and armoury for “К” 
Squadron Head Quarters at Kalchini has been ordered, and the 
bungalow should be ready for occupation during next cold 
weather. With the completion of this bungalow the Corps 
will be fully provided with good, substantial Squadron Head 3 
Quarters buildings, which should result in a considerable d$ 
saving in annual renewals. 

The Charger Fund continues to fill a most useful and im- 
portant part in the working of the Corps. It is being taken 
advantage of to the full capacity of its funds. 

This opportunity is taken to thank the numerous Caleutta 
Agency Houses for their liberal financial support towards the 
camp expenses, and for their moral support in allowing 
members every opportunity of attending camp. 

It is with sincere regret that we have to record the resignation 
of Major (now Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel) C. W. Ansell, V.D., 
who had the honour of being the oldes& member of the Corps. 
His regimental number was 23. He joined the Corps on 29th 
August 1873, thus having nearly 43 years” continuous efficient 

service to his credit. This is a record which any one would be 

proud of. We congratulate Colonel Ansell on it, and in saying 
good-bye, wish him a continuance of good health and al 


happiness in the future. 

In September last year Captain Liddell's tenure of the 
Adjutancy came to an end, and to the regret of all members he 
left us to return to his Regiment. Appropriately enough on 
the day he left the Corps he received news of his promotion to 
Major. Captain Liddell during his five years with us y

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impression upon his mind. Most people punish a horse when 
ina violent temper, and when not in a temper they do not 
punish the horse at all. Ifa horse is punished while he jg in 
fear, his fear is greatly increased. Speed also increases fear, go 
that when a horse bolts from fear it is of the greatest importance 
that he be stopped as soon as possible. This sounds rather 
unnecessary advice. 

On account of the horse’s wonderful memory Wwe are able 
by using different voice-sounds for different indications, to teach 
him to go through all kinds of performances. А horse does 
not understand words, but he soon understands tones. Бу 
giving hand or leg indications together with tones, we teach 
him to do certain acts, and later make him do these acts with- 
out using the voice-tones. His memory allows him very soon 
to go through a succession of acts directly he is told to do the 
first one. Upon this principle the high school and circus horse 
is taught, and ina milder form all well-trained horses. The 
horse associates everything he sees or does with the sensations 
he experiences at the time of his seeing or doing; and unless 
this fact is understood, successful horse-training is an impos- 
sibility. Thvs, when a horse jumps a fence we must cause a 
pleasant sensation ; were he to be jerked in the mouth he would 
associate the pain that he felt with the jump and not with our 
bad riding. Absence of pain followed by a caress or a tit-bit 
will cause the horse to like jumping, because he associates it 

with pleasant sensations. Again—and this is a most importa ıt 
point—a horse shies at a motor-car; he is thrashed by a fool: 
and afterwards associates the car with pain—an unpleasant 
association !—and from mere fear he shies next time he sees a 
car. If he had been left alone on the first occasion, and 
caressed and given a tit-bit directly the car had passed, he: d 
would associate cars with these nice sensations and soon like 4 
to see cars coming. This may take time; but it is the principle T 
on which successful horse-training is based, and I have never - 
known it fail with the worst of horses. Excessive exuberance 
of spirits through over-feeding and want of exercise may cause 
a horse to become refractory. No horse must be trained whil 
in such a state; but must be lunged or otherwise exercis 


preferably in an enclosed space, until this is got rid ol.
